Announcement May Be Only Prelim- 
inary to an Acknowledgment of 
Disaster—This May Be the Last 
Great Battle of the Campaign— 
Austria Falls Into Line With the 
Allies—Winter Will Stop Fighting. 


London, Nov. 12.—Judging by ail 
precedents in the present war, the 
aews from Constantinop!> last night 
is the herald of another Turkish de- 
fea: at the Tchatalja lines, where a 
battie has been proceeding for the 
past two or th--e days. The Turkish 
admission that so many wounded are 
arriving in the capital as to show 
that the Turks are offering fierce re- 


sistance has a great significance, in | 


view cf previous admissions of a sim- 
iJar nature, and may be regarded as 
preparing the public mind for another 
disappointment. It may be quite pos- 
sible that this will prove the last 
great battle of the campaign. 

There are indications that Bulgaria 
may, after all, forego a triumphal en- 
try into Constantinople. According to 
some reports Bulgaria will be content 
with finding suitable winter quarters 
for her army while the peace negotia- 
tions are going on and subsequent 
settlements are being arranged. 

The question of mediation has made 
another step forward in the announce. 
ment from Paris last night that the 
Austrian Government has agreed to 
join with the other powers in trans- 
mitting Turkey’s request for mediation 
to the allies and in enquiring on what 
terms the allies are disposed to accept 
mediation. 

The revelation of the danger to 
European peace lying in the antago 
nistic interests of Austria and Servia 
appears to have quickened the sense 
of the powers and probably of the 
Balkan states also to the imperative 
need of working in amicable co-opera- 
tion to secure a settlement of the Bal- 
kan problems acceptable to all the 
parties concerned. 

Another factor making for the 
speedy cessation of the war is the 
approach of severe winter conditions, 
which would give to the campaign an 
exceedingly arduous character. 

There is still talk in Vienna of send 
ing an ultimatum to Servia, and other 
warlike reports, but it is believed that

The decline of two points in the 
Department of Labor’s index number 
of wholesale prices for the month of 
July, after a continuous rise for 
twelve months, was followed in August 
by ‘another drop, the index number 
standing at 133.4 as compared with 
134.8 the previous month. Last year, 
however, at this date, it stood at only 
127.2. 

Tht decline during August was due 
chiefly to decreases in prices of grains 
and fodder, fruits and vegetables, 
with slight increases in dairy pro- 
ducts, fish, metals and coal. These 
index numbers are percentages of the 
average prices of some 250 articles 
during the decade of 1890-1899.

~ SHORTHAND WRITING. 


“Stenography” Not the Only Name by 
Which It is Known, 


Shorthand writing is kuuwa by other 


names thun “stenography.” “Tactiygra- 
phy” is only one of them Its second 
part, of course, comes from the same 
root as the latter end of “stemography” 
—that is, from the Greek “grapho,” 
meauing to write. “Tachy” is derived 
from’ the Greek “tachys," meaning 
swift; so only the shorthand writer 
who has the ability to take down rap- 
id speech and transcribe it quickly has 
the right to call berself or himself a 
“tachygrapher.” (Tbe “ch” sound is 
like that of “k.”) 

“Stenography” comes from “grapho™ 
combined with “stenos,” which means 
“narrow” im Greek. So a “stenogra- 
pher” is either a narrow writer or she 
or he practices “narrow writing.” 

Not so many years ago we heard a 
good deal about “phonography” as a 
name for shorthand writing, but the 
term seems to have gone out of use. 
It comes from that same useful root 
“grapho,” combined with “phonos.” 
The latter word means “sound,” 80 
that a pbonographer is one who writes 
down sound as he hears it The pho- 


nograph 4s, of course, an instrument | 


for writing or recording sound 

Then there are “brachygraphy” “ste- 
ganography” and “logography” as oth- 
er names for what we generally call 
stenography. In the order given they 
are derived from “grapho” combined 
with “brachys,” meaning “sbort;” “ste 
ganos,” meaning “‘covered;” “secret” (a 
stenographer is one who writes in 
cryptic or mysterious writing, not to be 
read by the uninitiated) and “logos,” 
meaning “speech.”—New York Times.

CANADA'S FENCE. 
, Surveyors Complete Boundary Line In 


| the North. 


Some timre in September was the 
date set a few months ago for the fin- 


ish of the boundary survey between 
Canada and Alaska. That work has 
| been going on for seven yvars, and 
when the 1912 party of boundary- 


hunters now on its way out gets back 
' to civilization, there will be left be- 
hind away up in the left-hand corner 
| of the continent, a long, narrcw fence- 
line that was mighty hard to cut, and 
that coet a lot of money. It has been 

the touchest fencing job that was ever 
| under taken in America, and its com- 
pletion is something of an internation- 
al achievement. 

Until this boundary was marked out 
Canada and the United States never 
‘knew just where each other's land 
in the far north began and ended. It 
was very desirable, as between neigh- 
bors, that this should be settled, and 
| seven years ago the two Governments 
i set about the finding out of the line 
‘ which, in legal terms, had been agre 

ed upon and defined by treaty in 1903. 
| The legal part of its was easy; what 
| was quite certain to be 4 very differ- 

ent matter was the actual location of 
j the line. Both Governments realized 
| the bigness of the job, and made lib- 
eral appropriations for it, and each 
year since they have sent engineer 
| experts to the north with instructions 
| to mark out every foot of the bound- 
| ary, whether it should be over glacier 
peaks or through wilderness swamps. 

The job is done now and the long, 
hard fence-line has been drawn clear 
to the Arctic. It is known now where 
Canada ‘ends and Alaska begins. 

The first part of the boundary that 
was thus located was that from Port- 

land Canal, the southernmost point, 
| to Mount St. Elias. That portion of 
the line, delimiting a strip of coast 
country about thirty miles wide, was 
determined by a number of conspic- 
uous peaks, “and thus, as the map 
shows, it is incurably crooked. But 
north of Mount St. Elias, so the treaty 
said, the boundary follows the l4lst 
| meridian, straight to the Arctic. That 
was the part where the hard work was 
done. 

From three to six parties were sent 
into the field each summer, Canadian 
and American parties working in con- 
junction and usually exchanging at- 
i taches. There were sometimes as few 
as eight or ten men in one of these 
| parties, but in the more difficult 

places as many as thirty or forty men.

Violent 
storms frequently oocur in high alti- 
tudes, and fine weather cannot be de- 
pended upon for long at a time. 

Ij addition, accurate maps were 
made, showing the topography of the 
country for two miles on each side of 
the line. Every year the survey par- 
| ties have not only left their marks 
behind them, but they have brought 
out with them at the end of their sea- 
son's work a mass of data and tech- 
| nical information that has an inter-

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DEAN SPOONER OF OXFORD 18S 
VICTIM OF MANY STORIES. 


The Celebrated Educationist Whose 
Name Has Become Affixed to the 
Mental Disease Which Consists In 
Muddling Up Phrases Is the Butt 
of Scores of Fictitious Stories of 
Funny Transpositions. 


Probably few men have had 
many wholly apochryphal tates about 
them as Spooner, the learned but 
timid Dean of New College, Oxford. 
It is inevitable that at a university. 
as in wider fields of life, somecne will 
be made a butt, and Spooner, perhaps 
owing to his nervousness, 
to fill this position. 

It was just a position which had 
formerly been occupied by Jowett, 
who was, however, more respected 
than his successor owing to the real 
wit which he undoubtedly possessed. 
Yet it is said that when, on a certain 
occasion, a series of choice Spouoner- 
isms were recited to Jowett, he was 
much amused thereby, and remurkei, 
“Fifteen years ago they used to tell 
all these about me.” 

Be that as it may, generations of 
undergraduates have exercised their 
ingenuity in fabricating cxamples. 
Most people, indeed, at sume time or 
other have unwittingly made a Spoon- 
erism, which, as nearly everybody 
knows, consists of a transposition of 
the initial letters of two or more 
words in the same sentence. 

How did Dr. Spooner first obtain 
his unenviable celebrity? Some of the 
dest-known examples attributed to tiie 
head of New College are supposed to 
have been made at table or in the 
college chapel. The best known anec- 
dote of all is the one which refers to 
the hymn, “Conquering kings their 
titles take,”” which the dean is svp- 
posed to have solemnly given out as 
“Tinquering ‘tongs their kitles kake,”’ 
then, nervously noticing his error, 
have altered the line to the famous 
expression, Kinquernig kongs their 
titles take.” 

This was the first and original 
Spoonerism, and around it number- 
less others, good and indifferent, have 
sprung up, all, of course, ascribed 
to the individual who is alleged to 
| have perpetrated the first. 

One of the quaintest mixups put 
down to him is a phrase he once used 
|in a sermon. Speaking of the vague, 
half-formed wish so often experienced 
jin the mind, he said, ‘‘We all knew 
what it is to hold a half-warmed fish 
in our bosoms.’ On another occasion | 
; he gave out the following text: ‘‘Sor- 
| row may endure for a joy, but night 
| cometh in the morning’; then, again, 
he spoke of the wicked men whose | 
words were ‘‘as ears and sparrows,” 
and the first line of the well-known 
{hymn which starts, “From Green- 
land’s icy mountains,’’ he once quite

One Sunday when he was not offi- 
ciating in the service, he was sur- 
prised to find someone occupying his 
pew in chapel, and addressed him 
sternly with, ‘‘Are you aware, sir, 
that you are occupewing my pie?”’ 

At the table he rarely “opened his 
mouth but he puts his foot in it’— 
metaphorically speaking, of course. 
Once when he wanted some figs he is 
said to have electrified a luncheon 
party by asking a lady to pass the 
pigs’ fleas. Those who know the doc- 
tor would understand at once that he 
was merely asking for “The figs, 
please.” 

At the same luncheon he is said to 
have asked his neighbor to have 
“some of this stink puff,” pointing to 
|an ornamental dish of pink jelly. Late 
;for dinner one night he sidled into 
ithe room with the explanation that 
jhe had been “hatching a posty snipe. ’ 
, Even an old friend would take a mo- 
ment or two to translate this into 
“snatching a hasty pipe.” 

His poetical description of a gipsy 
encampment as ‘‘a tipsy gent pitched 
in a pot of grease,”’ was even more 
complicated. Of course, he meant “s 
gipsy tent pitched in a grot of peace.” 


| His description of his baggage to a 
) railway porter as “two rags and a 
| bug’? was simpler. 

To a relation who was about to 
start on a bicycle tour he remurked, 
\“You will not forget to boil your 


icicle before you start.” 

Again, returning tired from a long 
walk, he observed, ‘‘I must have walk- 
ed ten miles as the fly crows.” 

Just as there are numbers of peo- 
ple daily perpetrating Malapropisms 
of speech, so there are many uncon- 
| eciously doing their utmost to perpet- 
| uate the memory of quaint little Dr. 
Spooner. For instance, the actor who 
said, “Stand back, my lord, and let 
the parson cough” (instead of ‘‘coftin 

ass’’) may have mad a solitgry slip,

As for myself, this critic charges in 
one breath that I did not preach the 
sermons which ap ed in the news- 
papers of the world; and in the next 
breath he declares that I spent all of 
my time in preaching, and therefore 
had not time for investigation.

T gives the writer a real journalistic thrill of satisfaction 
to be in a position to say a word or two about the pro- 
perty being offered by F. C. Lowes & Company, of Calgary, 
known as Roxborough Place.

It 
ought to, for in the writer's somewhat extended tour 
through the west, no more legitimate bit of real estate en- 
gineering was encountered. This may sound like so much 
paid-for advertising, but it is nothing of the sort. For the 
past three months a large halftone showing the original tract 
the drawing of how Roxborough Place would look after 
“treatment” and including a photograph of Mr. Lowes has 
been held in these offices merely awaiting an opportunity to 
be inserted into the news pages. Said cut was so large. 
however, that it has so far been impossible to use it. I 
don’t know what prices will be asked for this beautiful bit 
of Calgary, but if they run as I think they will, I would call 
this choice buying—about as good as the best.

INCOMPETENCE OR WORSE, 


Ottawa, November 7th.—A a_ result 
of the porohenst refusal of the Minis- 
ter of Labour to appoint an Industrial 
Board to consider the difficulties be- 
tween the C.P.R. and the Canadian 
Brotherhood of Railway Employees a 
strike has taken place. It is not yet 
known how far this strike will extend 
but it is claimed by President Mosher 
of the brotherhood that it will involve 
from three to five thousand members 
and result in great loss to them, to the 
Railway, and to the business interests 
of the country. 

Just why the Minister of Labour re- 
fused to appoint an Industrial Board 
and undertook to carry on negotia- 
tions single-handed does not appear on 
the surface. Possibly the control of 
the interests and the close alliance be- 
tween the C.P.R. and the Conserva- 
tive Party may have had something 
to do withit. However that may be 
the Minister's policy seems to have 
been dictated by the company and his 
action highly arbitrary, The C.P.R. 
refused to deal with the Union; the 
Minister retused to grant the Board. 
But Hon, Mr. Crothers claims to have 
secured amelhorations in working con- 
ditions which would satisfy the em- 
ployees—this in the fact of an ulti- 
watum given by the Union Brother- 
hood that unless they sccured a satis- 


factory adjustment of their demands 


for a Board to consider them by ten 
o'clock Monday morning they would 
strike. The Minister has disclosed in- 
capacity to realize the gravity of the 
situation or has arbitarily refused to 
give to the workinginen the benefit of 
the means of redress which Parlia- 
ment intended they should have, and 
the strike order was issued sharp on 
time. ‘Through his refusal to the 
Labour Legislation, carefully devised 
and successfully to be put into opera- 
tion Mr. Crothers has precipitated a 
strike which may have serious results, 
Mr. Crothers’ arbitrary action in 
siding with the Company and refusing 
the men a Board is in striking con- 
trast to the practice of his predecessor 
in office, Hon. Mackenzie ning, who, 
when corporations objected, and there 
were grounds for believing that a 
strike would take place, never failed 
to establish a Board of Investigation, 
and to himself name a representative 
for the company where the Company 
refused. 

The excuse given by Hon. Mr. 
Crothers tor his wwaction was that the 
demands of the Brotherhood included 
employees under ,some thirty-six 
different headings aud that no one 
board could deal with these. ‘This is 
little nore than a confession of in- 
ability to deal with a situation. be- 
cause it presents some difficulties. 
Other boards Lave dealt with just as 
cowplicated railwiy disputes success- 
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entering into the details of each sul - 
division of labour, but by establishing 
broad rules which were successfully 
worked out afterwards. The present 
Government appears not only unable 
to enact useful legislation but in- 
capable of applying that which it in- 
herited from the Laurier regime.

Diversify crops and all other prod- 
ucts so as to distribute labor evenly 
throughout the year. 

Secure a regular income at all sea- 
sons by supplying customers with 
poultry and dairy products, vegetables, 
beef, pork, etc, 

Shorten the workday to ten hours, 
provide a comfortable home, improve 
the appearance of the premises and 
try to make life enjoyable. 

Let the young people have a little 
money from the production of fruit, 
flowers, vegetables and experimental 
crops. Teach them to plan work for 
themselves and to love the country. 

There are farmers who have delight- 
ful homes and who give the young 
people all reasonable advantages, but 
they are an exception to the rule.

ed by midsummer and a crop of millet 
grown on the same land by fall. Rye 
and clover sown together in the fall

While farmers are making $20 to $30 
an acre on heavy grain crops they 
should not overlook such products as 
onions, beans, potatoes, sugar beets 
and fruit, which return a profit of $100 
to $200 an acre and place agriculture 
on a business basis.

Sample Markets. 

Acting upon the recommendation of | 
the Grain Commission, the Govern- | 
ment has decided to establish sample 
grain markets at Winnipeg and Fort 
William to be in operation by next 
September. For some years past the 
western grain growers have been per- 
sistently advocating the establishment | 
of these markets on the ground that 
great advantage would accrue from 
them, ineluding higher prices in for- 
eign markets for lower grades of | 
wheat and other grain. 

Provision was made for their estab- 
lishment in the Western Grain Act, 
passed by Parliament last session. | 
Since then the matter has been under | 
consideration by the Grain Commis- ; 
sion. The recommendation for the, 
adoption of the scheme is the result, | 
and it is felt that in operation it will | 
give satisfaction and supply a long feit 
want.

The map of the seat of war 
was well drawn, which made the ad- 
dress even more interesting and in- 
structive. The sufferings of christians 
under the rule of the ‘‘Unspeakable 
Terror”’—the desolation of a fertile 
country, the insecurity of life and 
property wherever Islam rules, the 
perfect right of the Balkan States to 
fight for liberty of conscience against 
the worst tyranny, the jealousy of 
some of the great powers and fear of 
others in grieving the Dardanelles, 
were among the points touched up by 
Mr. Gibbard in ‘ils splendid address, 
The League will endeavour to give its 
members many such educational ad- 
dresses during the coming winter 
months.
